That there is but One God, is alto 


Manifeſt, in that He being Almighty, no 


other is able to withſtand his Power, but 
muſt be Impotent, and even unable to 
ſubſiſt, unleſs at the Will and Pleaſure 
of the former, and to be Impotent, and 
Omnipotent, is an Impoſſibility and Con- 
tradiction. 

As to the Nature of this Almighty God, 
we cannot eaſily attain to any other than 
obſcure Glimpſes, and defective Apprehen- 
{tons of it, we are not to frame Concepti- 
ons of the Deity according to the Mea- 
{ures of Created Beings; for a Brutes I- 
magination may as caſily conceive the 
Nature of a Reaſonable Soul, as Man or 


Angel comprehend the Nature of God. 


Our knowledge of Him can be no more 
then we reccive by Revelation, Which Re- 
velation alſo is not of what God is in 
Himſelf (becauſe that excecds our Capa- 
city) but by Alluſion to ſuch things as 
we (while we are in the Body) are ac- 
quaiated with, and thoſe Alluſions are 
not ſuppoſed to be adequate Meaſures, or 
to hold in all things, but io far as to con- 
ſiſt with otker Truths of infallible certain-
